to port and now that the prisoners are 
confined on Seavey's island, the »°.rine 
guards are having their hands full to 
keep the crowds from the island. Strict 
orders have been given to keep all visit- 
ors from the island. 


Colonel Forney, U. S. M. C.. has 


named the camp on Seavey's island 
"Camp Long," in honor of Secretary 
Long of the navy. The selection was a 
most appropriate one and the name will 
go down in history in this community. 


The stirring scenes that have been 


witnessed from the banks of the Piscat- 
aqua during the past three days will 
long be remembered by the citizens of 
this community and the young men and 
women little realize what important his- 
tory ia now being made here. 


The work of coaling the St. Louis has 


been completed and if orders to the 
contrary are not received the St Louis 


leave for Annapolis with Admiral 


Oervera and the other Spanish officers, 
today. 


The most interesting bit of news dur- 


ing the day was the announcement that 
one of the New York papers had ordered 
its representative here to secure Admiral 
Oervera's old derby hat at any cost and 
to ship it to New York. 


The kind-hearted Spanish 
admiral 


was on deck again on Tuesday after- 
noon and watched the crowds on the 
river in boats, and when a young man 
snapped a kodak on him he smiled. He 
has talked with a number of Portsmouth 
people since Sunday. 


MORE UUH.DINGS GOING UP. 


Another large force of carpenters were 


set to work on Tuesday noon erecting 
additional buildings for the 
officers, 


hich includes a mess hall. Carpenter 


Joseph B. Fletcher, U. S. N , and his 
men, 
under the direction of Admiral 


Carpenter .have carried out the orders of 
the department in all the arrangements 
with credit to themselves and this sta- 
tion. 


The manner in which all the details 


were executed has won praise from all 
sides. Admiral Carpenter intended that 
there should be no delay in landing the 
prisoners so far as the work at the 
prison was concerned and bis plans 
were successfully executed. The men, 
now prisoners of war, will receive the 
best of treatment while confined here 
and it is expected that they will be so 
well pleased with life in a free country 
that many will not care to return to 
Spain. 


There are a number of intelligent) 


subjects among the prisoners and they 
do not hesitate to say that they expect- 
ed to be captured at Santiago. Some 
of the petty officers did a rushing busi- 
ness in selling their Spanish coins be- 
fore they were placed in the prison, to 
visitors on the island, and they showed 
very plainly that they knew the value of 
American coins. 


GIVEN HEW CLOTHING. 


At 2:30 o'clock on Tuesday afternoon 


Paymaster Loomis, U. S, N., com- 
menced the work of issuing regular 
United States sailor uniforms to the 
692 Spanish prisoners and during the 
afternoon 150 of the men from the Viz 
caja had donned new sailor uniforms 
including the legulation hate and but 
for their features they would be mis- 
taken for Uncle Sam's "Jackies." The 
men were seated along in a raw and af- 
ter giving themselves a thorough wash- 
ing they were allowed to change. 


The rags discarded by these men will 


be burned just as fait as the uniforms 
are passed wound and_ by Thursday 
morning the email Spanish army of 
sailors will be fitted out better than they 
have ever been before. 


When the 800 prisoners from the 


Harvard arrive they will not. recognize 
their comrades, now penned up on 
Seavey'a island. The men are behaving 
finely and there ia no fear^ of their at- 
(tempting to escape on toe part of the 
I officers in charge.

mess and servants to wait on them. 


The guard established outside the 


guard barracks, has to keep his eyes 
peeled all the time. A path u already 
being beaten in the bushes where the 
men on guard pace back and forth at 
the back of the barracks, and keep in- 
quiring people at a distance. It has 
been hard work to keep civilians out of 
the camp up to the present time, owing 
to the fact that workmen are still busy 
on the buildings, and it is bard for the 
guard to tell who are workmen and who 
not. 


Today Admiral Carpenter, command- 


ant of the yard, issued orders to the 
guard as to who should be allowed on 
the island. These orders will be rigidly 
enforced. A deadline will be established 
at a point about 30 feet from the fence, 
and any one who passes the outer guard 
and goes over this line will do so at his 
own risk. Should a challenge to halt 
be disregarded after this line is passed 
the remainder of the guard's remarks 
will be punctuated with the long, thin 
lead slugs that are carried in the maga- 
zines of the marine rifles. 


Twenty eight marines, formerly mem- 


bers of the Brooklyn's crew, and all of 
them in the battle at Santiago when 
Cervera's fleet was captured, were de- 
tached from the St. Louis today and 
taken to the prison barracks, where 
they will assist in watching over the 
prisoners. 
These men left the 
St. 


Louis this morning at 10 o'clock, and 
were landed at the navy yard. As each 
man climbed up the gang plank, with 
his hammock slung over his shoulder, a 
cry went up full of joy at once more 
putting foot on Uncle Sam's green- 
sward. Said one: "My, but isn't it nice 
to put foot on shore. I have not done 
this before since the 12th day of last 
May." 


Another had not been ashore for four 


and one-half months, and so on.

The big Japanese cruiser Kasagi, 


milt by the Messrs. Cramps of Phila- 
delphia, had her official trial on Tues- 
day at ten A. M., from Boon uland west 
;wenty miles and return. 


The course is the upper half of the 


amons Cape Ann to Cape Porpoise 
course, over which the ships built by 
the Camps for the U. S. navy have been 
tried, and over which the New York, 
Columbia, Minneapolis, Massachusetts, 
Indiana, Brooklyn and Iowa have ex- 
ceeded their contract speed and won 
millions of dollars in premiums for 
their builders. 


At 8:30 A, M. the handsome cruiser 


left her anchorage near Whalesback 
light and went out to her course and at 
about 1030 she made the start against a 
heavy breeze and quite a choppy sea. 
The run was made without an accident 
and the contract speed of twenty-two 
and one-half knots was easily beaten. 
The time announced by the officers was 
22.76 and when the vessel returned to 
the Wentworth she was flying the Jap- 
anese flag. 


The Kasagi ia in the protected class, 


having no side armor, but simply a 
heavy protective deck. She is 371 feet 
long,

and three fourths 


feet beam, thirty feet depth and seven- 
teen feet nine inches draft. Her dis- 
placement is 4900 tons.

screws are driven by two triple expan- 
sion cylinder engines, with twelve boil- 
ers, lurniahing 17,000 horse power.

MAJOR MOORE DEAD. 


Washington, July U.—Major William 


G. Moore, for the past 12 years superin 
tendent of police, died here today, aged 
69 years. Major Moore was well known 
throughout the country. Ir\ early life he 
was a newspaper man and i reporter o 
congressional debates. When the clvl 
war broke out he enlisted In a local mil 
Itary company, but soon afterward was 
detailed for duty In the office of Simon 
Cameron, ihen secretary of war, am 
also held the position of adjutant gen- 
eral of volunteers. During a short por- 
tion of 1866 Mr. Moore acted M private 
secretary to President Lincoln, and af- 
ter the latter WM assassinated he con- 
tinued In a similar position with Presi- 
dent Johnson. In 1886 he became superin- 
tendent of the local police force.

Oft Santiago de Cuba, July 4 (De- 


layed in Transmission).—On the return 
or the United States cruiser Brooklyn 
lo the blockade oft Santiago de Cuba, 
on the evening ot July 3, the Iowa re- 
ported to Commodore Schley that Ad- 
miral Cervera. the commander of the 
Spanish fleet, was on board. The com- 
modore at once went over to pay his 
respects. 


The Spanish admiral was much cast 


down by his defeat, but preserved a 
dignified and courteous demeanor not- 
withstanding- 
He said he deeply ap- 


preciated the fact that the men oC the 
Brooklyn did not exult by cheering 
when it was learned that he was a pris- 
oner on the Iowa. He replied in re- 
sponse to the commodore's remark that 
It was the fortune of war: "Yes, but I've 
lost my career now that I've been de- 
feated." 


Commodore Schley. 
however, 
told 


him that such a brave deed as bringing 
i>ut his squadron could never be looked 
upon otherwise than as a most gullant 
Teat, 
upon 
which Admiral Cervera 


threw his arms around the commodore 
and said: "Ah. sailors always are gen- 
tlemen." 


He then said he thought his dead 


would number probably 750, though he 
could not tell definitely. 
He spoke of 


the Accuracy and dead 11 ness of the 
prooklyn's fire, saying that in the early 
part of the action one o£ her shells 
had traversed the entire length of the 
grun deck, killinp and wounding proba- 
bly 80 men. On the Vizcaya alone there 
were 110 men killed. 


Admiral Cervera said he feared the 


tosses rnig-ht be greater than he anticl- 
patf-d, for many men were below the 
protective deck, and when the ships 
were on fire it must have been d/imcult 
for them to escape. He added that all 
his captains had been killed or wounded, 
but later it was found that the captain 
of the Cristobal Colon was saved. 


Admiral Cervera also said he had no 


doubt but that at least three of the 
ships would have gotten away had it 
not- been for the Brooklyn, the Oregon 
and the Texas.

Philippine Islands, says 
Agulnaldo. the insurgent leader, is "pa- 
trolling the coast with a squadrxm of 
merchantmen." 
The dispatch adds 


that two bands of insurgents at Cebu 
have been defeated, and that three in- 
surgent leaders have been captured and 
shot. Iin conclusion, the official dispatch 
announces that there is no news from 
other parts of the island.

BRITISH BRIG ETHEL 


Brings News of Greutent Destitution From 


Island ol Porto Rico. 


Provincetown, Mass., July 12.—The 


British brig Ethel, Captain McKenne, 
which arrived here today from Arecibo. 
Porto Rico, for orders, brings a story 
of ereat destitution at San Juan and 
other places, and a deep interest among 
the inhabitants in the progress of the 
war, which, it believes, is to free the 
people from Spanish tyranny. 


Captain McKeKnne stated that he 


left Arecibo. June 21. At that time re- 
ports from all over the island indicat- 
ed a condition aiinong the natives near- 
ly bordering on starvation. At Arecibo 
flour was selling at $19 a barrel, salt 
fish 30 cents a pound, and'other pro- 
visions at a price so high that none but 
the wealthy could get them. It-was re- 
porte'd that a large French steamer had 
landed a big cargo of provisions at San 
Juan, and the news was received with 
cheers and blessings. Captain McKenne 
states that while he was at Arecibo he 
fed on an average of 50 persons per 
day. "I always carry three months' ra- 
fions," he said, "but I have hardly- 
enough now to last me to the next port." 


Several American and British news- 


papers reached Captain McKenne while 
h« lay at Arecibo, and he states that the 
natives actually fought each other to 
get possession of them so eager were 
they to leant of the progress of the war. 
Captain McKenne states that all classes 
are praying for a speedy settlment of 
hostilities, and the majority express 
sympathy with the United States, whose 
efforts, they bel'leve, will result In bring- 
ing relief from the irksome rule of 
Spain.
